REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . K The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant has argued that the Lampson reference does not teach an encrypter configured to determine if the first portion of the 
data is to be encrypted based on a format of the first portion of the data. Applicant has alleged that Lamson teaches the 
inspection of a packet header to determine if a first portion of data is to be encrypted instead of the claimed recitation of 
inspecting the first portion of data to determine if the first portion of data is to be encrypted. Examiner respectfully disagrees. 
Examiner contends that the presented claims to not require the inspection of the first portion of data to determine if the first 
portion of data is to be encrypted. The presented claims merely state that the encryption of the first portion of data is dependent 
on the format of the first portion of data. Hence, if a packet header contains information that shows the format of the first portion 
of data it would be within the scope of claim 1 . Lampson teaches the inspection of a packet header to see if a first portion of 
data is formatted as an outbound packet, inbound packet, or unencrypted packet. If a first portion of data is of a particular 
format then the first portion of data is encrypted (Lampson. column 13 line 35 - column 14 line 68).
